Nor will the more rugged
antagonisms of the Keystone State—the Came-
ron and Geary factions—be propitiated by the
New Jersey promotion. Dark must have
been the wisage of Cameron, bristling the
beard of Geary, dumb-struck the tongue of
Kelley, black the brow of Galusha, whom men
call Grow, when the news was flashed abroad
that Grant had gone to the Jerseys, and that
Robeson, of Camden, was his man, Really,
the Republican party of Pennsylvania needs,
if it deserves not; our sympathy; and, if there
be in that neighborhood a society for the
mitigation of the sufferings of the animal
creation, we invoke its intervention in behalf
of the great radical Issachar stooping now be-
tween his two score burdens.

GETTYSBURG,

Six years ago the soldiers of the Union, on
the beights of Gettysburg, beat 6ff the Con.
federate host, in its last desperate effort to
invade the North, and won the eritical vie-
tory of the war. OnThursday the survivors of
the desperate struggle, with thousands of the
who recogmize in that heroic battle the tri.
umph of American liberty, met to dedicate a
monument to the men whose blood purchased
our victory—the heroes whose names will
live for generations in the ed of onr his-
tory, and the nine hundred undistinguished
dead whose memories are cherished only by
the tears of the widow and the fatherless,
No solemnity ean be too impressive to befit
this anniversary. At Gettysburg we fought
for nothing less than our conntry’s existence.
Had the gallant dead whose graves we have
just honored wavered in their patriotie dévo-
tion, the Union would have been irremedia-
bly destroyed, and ourfuture history a record
of continual subdlivision and secession. Froe-
dom, overthrown in America, wonld have felt
the disaster in every country in the world.
So, for many a year to come, we trust the fivst
days of this month, which witnessed the be-
ginning of Ameriean Independence, and its
final triumph after eiglhty—uuven years' trial,
will be piously remembered wherever politi-
cal fnwtﬁrm is nppreciated,

1t will be long, however, before July recurs
without bringing back the remembrance of
those few eloguent words which Abrabam
Lancoln spoke on this historie field only a
few months after the battle, and which orator
and poet nlike avcepted on Thursday as their
text and inspiration: —**We cannot consecrate,
we oannot hallow this ground. The brave
men living and dead who struggled here have
consecruted it far above our power to add or
detrnot. It is for ux the living, rather to be
dedicated here to the unfinisbhed work that
they have thus far so nobly carried on. It is
rather for us to e here dedicated to the great
task rewmining bofore us—that from  thesoe
honored dend we take increased devotion
to the cause for which they here gave the
last full measure of devotion—that we
heve highly resolve thot the dead shall not
have died in vain, that the nation shall,
under God, have a new birth of freedom,
aud that the government of the people, by
the people, and for the people, shall not
perish from the earth,” Thank God! we have
thus far beeu faithful to this high resolve,
